l. This memorandum contains a recommendation submitted 
for approval of the Director of Central Intelligence. Such recommenda« 
tion is contained in paragraph 3. 


2. The referenced memorandum suggests discussions with Mr. 
Rivers about delegating the chairmanship of the CIA Subcommittee and 
filling of the vacancies of the Subcommittee. We have heard that Mr. 
Rivers himself has voiced concern about his having sufficient time to 
fulfill his responsibilities of chairing the CIA Subcommittee in view of 
his other plans. I believe it is important that this matter be discussed 
with him while he is still considering the possible assignments and before 
the beginning of the next Congress. 


3, In checking Mr. Rivers' schedule, he has completed his 
overseas travels and this week will finish his annual trip through his 
home district. As best it can be determined from his office, he does not 
plan to return to Washington until some time after Christmas. I recommend 
that it would be appropriate, if it can be arranged, that Mr. Warner visit STAT 
with Rivers in Charleston to explore these matters
